Jenny in 1875, that tho tnlcs of gold there 
wore true. It is said that tho Jesuit mis- 
sionaries know it many years ago, and that, 
having regard to better things than gold,— 
namely, the welfare of human souls,—thoy 
persuaded tho Indians to koop tho secret of 
tho hills to themselves. However that nmy 
bo, thoy didn't keep the Kecrot ns long as 
they could. 


Tho Black hills embrace some COO squaro 


miles, but not nil this region is gold-bear- 
ing, and much of what may bo called RO is 
not rich enough to pay for working. 
Tho 


gold belt extends 2f> milos wide for a dis- 
tance of 80 miles nbng the hills, from Bonr 
range on the northwestern olopo to French 
crook on tho southeast ; of this, tho only 
ronlly profitable district is thnt known ns 
tho Deadwood, comprising tho northern 
fourth of the belt, about fiOO square miles, 
ng rich an it can bo with gold nud silver,— 
tho "richestdiggings in tho world," accord- 
ing lo old miners. 
Two streams, White- 


wood nud Dcndwood, rise in £tho hillfi 
if) 


miles southwest of Doadwood City, unito 
at that point, nnd flow northeast; tho Dead- 
wood is ' \ tho bouan/.n." On tho gulch 
proper 200 claimi? nre locntcil, and on a 
half-dozen dry branch gulchos (bearing mich 
poetic names as .Split-tail, Bob-tnil, etc.) 
there aro us mnny more, ouch claim being 
vnluod at from 
.Sl^^'iOO to £-'0,000, and 


sometimes at still higher figures. For in- 
stance, tho owner of u claim which yielded 
$1300 in ono ton-hour run not irrationally 
refused $10,000 for a fifth intercut iuitj nud 
adjoining this is the Wheeler claim, tho 
crack ono of tho hills, which yielded $07,- 
000 last year, and now yields from $;tOO to 
-•?HOO per shift. 
From bank statistics nnd 


tlio minors' statements tho production of tbo 
whole mining region Inst yoar is nstiiuiited 
at two and a half millions, four-fifths of 
which wore from Dondwood nnd its tributa- 
ries. Thia year's yield is calculated at $25,- 
000,000, in support of which apparently 
wild estimate, it is asserted thnt in tbo tun- 
nel of ouo quartx load is now visible oro 
worth $800,000 by mathematical (lomonstra- 
tion. 
Wo may remark, for tho benefit of 


thoso who may foci tempted thithor by 
thoso glittering figures, that ovory foot on 
thoso gulchos is taken. 


In the Dondwood district, us extended by 


by tho Sun correspondent for his conven- 
ience, ho includes Potato gulch, which is in 
Wyoming territory, 20 miles west of Doad- 
wood City, nnd covors some 2"> s»nnro miles, 
full of streams, chief among which is tbo 
ilodwator, f»0 foot wide, 20 inches deep, nnd 
falling 100 feet to tho mile.

found, but tho fact is that it is extraordinary 
oro that averages moro than $;in lo $-10 to 
tho ton.

HEALTH OPOOUNTKY HOMES. 


Tin; Jlousi:.—Tho ouly probable source of 


clangor lo health In n fnnn-liouso lies in tlio 
condition, of tlio collar, or of Iho apnco 
which separates tho lowcut floor from Iho 
ground, if thoro 
bo ft collar, observe 


whothor it ia dry and frco from xtnmling 
water or decaying voRotablo matter (allowed 
to acotitjaulato thoro through tho negligence 
of servants). If tho house is built upon Iho 
ground, tho lower floor should bo nt loivst 
IS inches rtbovo the ground, nnd tho rsicies 
should bo so open tlint tho air can circulate 
frooly through tho space. 


TUP. WEIL.—H tho water is clear and 


sweet, and free from nny unpleasant oijor, 
one may pretty safely assume that no harm 
is to 
bo anticipated from this sonrco. 


Farmers nro often in llio habit, however, of 
hanging meat in tho well for tho purpose of 
keeping it cool. A pretty severe epidemic 
(in 187-1) of diarrhma, ju „ boarding.houso 
nt ono of the healthiest Long Island Hummer 
resorts, was traced to tho existence of a de- 
composing shoulder of mutton at tho bottom 
of tho well, into which it had accidentally 
fallen. 


THE PRIVY.—There is littlo or no danger 


from contamination of (he air by tho con- 
tents of tho privy. Tho real danger lies in 
the diffusion of these contents through the 
soil and their contamination of tho water of 
tho woll. To avoid such n possibility, tho 
privy should ho placed at least (iO or 70 foot 
from tho well, and—if tho direction of tho 
natural drainage currents ho known—in 
such n position that tho contents of the 
privy will drain away from the well. Bet- 
tor yet, lot the privy be so constructed that 
its . offensive contents simply lie upon tho 
surface of tho ground, nnd lot there he easy 
access to it from, behind, so that fresh earth 
may bo frequently added, and the entire ac- 
cumulation removed, say onoo a week. 


THE Si.org.—How common is it for the 


kitchen authorities iuafarm-houso to throw 
tho slops upon the ground, just outside tho 
kitchen .door, and perhaps within sis foot of 
'hQ-Wol'-. _IJmvo known of n boarding.houso 
epidemic of dinrrhoia which could bo traced 
to no other sourcolhan tho contamination of 
tho well-water by a shallow pool of snn-ox- 
posed, foul-smelling slops. A cemented 
cistern should be built about 7.1 or 100 foot 
from the house, nnd at a distance from tho 
well, and to this all tho kitchen slops, vegeta- 
ble waste, etc.,"should bo conducted through 
n suitnblo pipe or conduit. From tho cis- 
tern thoso matters may bo fed to tho pigs, or 
thrown ilp'dn tho ground at a proper dis- 
tance from tho house.
